Daring the present week there 
have been published at leaat two 
articles concerning conditions in 
Central City and Muhledberg Co. 
which were grossly exaggerated. 
We ask|spac* to correct these 
reports. 

Ilia not true that Muhleuberg 
County is an armed camp and that 
the citizens of Central City patrol 
their yards at night, uor is It true 
that Mayor Wells guards hi homes 
every nlght>r that his wife is a 
nervous wreck. There have been 
disorder*, It ts true, hut the con- 
ditions are not as beet a* reported. 

Neither is it true that a mob was 
ou the street* of Central City la»t 
Uaturday nittht and threatened to 
w.ilp women, or accosted women. 
Oiily one man created enough die- 
order to warrant arrest, and he 
was promptly lucked up. Cart- 

- ridges have never beeu "shoveled 
up" around the u>i>ot, uor has a 
shot ever oeeu fired In that vicin- 
ity. On one occasion many shots 
were fired in the suburbs of Cen- 
tral City, but the Town itself fia* 
never been ^shot-up ' nor are the 
police powerless. 

During the past week Mubieu- 
berg County has been as cjuiei as 
a Quaker meeting and we believe 



that all disturbances are afar.

LITTLE ROCK 
INJANGER 

From Extensive Forest Fires 
—Flames Rage Fiercely 
Only Two Miles 
Away 

ST. LOUIS 
ENVELOPED 
IN SMOKE 

Little Kick, No*. 26.— Fears 
for Ibe safety of this city from 
forest fires, now bat two miles 
away, wars allayed somewhat to 
day when the wind oeaeed. 

Conditions in other parts of 
the fire-swept are are unchanged. 

The gray smoke cloud in Little 
Rock last night settled over the 
city aud it was impossible to see 
more than two or three blocks, 
even on well lighted streets. 
Early reports indicates that sim- 
ilar conditions prevailed all over 
the state. 

The only hopes of extinguish- 
ing the tires is a geueral rain and 
the weather bureau offers little 
hope for this. 

Smoke Stifles St. Louis 

St. Louis, Nov. 26. — A heavy 
blanket of smoke believed to 
have come from the forest fires 
of Arkansas or South-western 
Missouri, hung over the city 
Tuesday and last night settle*.! so 
low as to produce the effect of a 
dence fog. 

Thousands of persons were 
driven out doors by the smoke 
which penetrated homes, factor- 
ies aud office buildings. Condi- 
tions ou the streets were almost 
as stifiiuir. Street car traffic was 
reduced to a minimum speed be- 
cause of the daoger of collisions-

Johu M. Kenabaw was shot Sept. 
26 by unknown parties aud 'died 
two week* later, without ever re 
gaiuiug consciousness. A strauge 
negro has beeu in Jill ever since, 
held on suspicion. 

The Sheriff believes that his 
investigations have led to the 
right parties, though great retic - 
euce is maintained. The latest 
arrest* are two negro meu — Er- 
nest Wilson sua "Bubber" Ctia 
tiu, and three women — Tip Lea- 
veil, Fannie Harper aud bails 
llui i . They all live iu or arouud 
Hopkiusville. The Leavell wo.

If the prloe does go down to six 
cents a pound delivered in New Eng- 
land a great many Southern cotton 
growers will be bankrupt; for that 
price does not nearly cover the cost 
of production. With tbat painful 
experience in mind, next year and 
tbe year fallowing tbey will prob- 



es to work a hardship on the mills.
